Blockchain is a powerful new technology that creates a distributed digital ledger—a database—
that allows multiple parties to engage in secure, trusted transactions with one another without an
intermediary. While blockchain is most associated with cryptocurrency like bitcoin, it has many
other uses, including tracking goods in global supply chains or enabling peer-to-peer transactions
between connected devices. This hearing will explore how innovators and entrepreneurs are
using blockchain technology to help small businesses boost productivity, increase security, open
new markets, and change the way business is done.
